Banking Sector Now More Competitive 


Indonesia’s banking sector was the first to feel the extensive changes that have 
since swept through other sectors of the country’s economy. The once sleepy 
world of banking is now awash with competition. 


The reform process started in 1983 
when banks were given freedom to 
fix interest rates. Before that time 
the only significant liberalization in 
the banking sector had been the 
1966 presidential decree that re- 
moved foreign exchange controls. 
St was widely recognized within 
government circles, however, that 
economic p' could only be 
stimulated by subjecting the bank-

ing sector to far more strenuous 
competition pressures. Thus, in Oc- 
tober 1988 a series of’ banking re- 
forms and measures to increase 
competition in related areas were 
initiated. 

Foreign companies, which had 
previously been kept on a tight rein, 
were allowed to form joint ventures 
with domestic banks and to take up 
to an 85 percent share of the equity. 
They were also allowed to open 
branches outside Djakarta. 

Within a year, the government 
received over 300 applications to 
open new banks. Over 30 new full 
banking licenses have been issued; 
half of these new banks have al- 
ready opened, along with more than 
100 new branches of existing banks. 
Almost 200 community credit 
banks have been given permission 
to start trading, although they have 
proved somewhat slower in getting 
off the ground. Foreign banks are 
lining up to form joint ventures in 
Indonesia, and eight such projects 
are already in business.
